BALDWIN SEES 
DANGER FROM 


Warns Of Extinction Of 
| Spiritual Freedom 
Through Slackness 


TORONTO, April 25— Ear! 
Baldwin last night sounded an 
earnest warning against the “ter- 
rible danger” of the mass mind. 
He saw it was forerunner of ex- 
tinction of spiritual freedom and 
possible “democratic totalitarian. 
ism.” 

Those who believed in demo- 
cracies, who dreamed of what de- 
mocracies might become in the ele- 
vation of humanity, had to “work as 
they had never worked before to 

keep the idea before their people 
and make them realize that their 
ideals contain the hope of 
nations.” 

The' former British Prime Min- 
ister was delivering the second of 
three lectures in the University of 
Toronto's convocation hall, under a 
lectureship set up in honor of Sir 
Robert Falconer, president of that 
university from 1907 to 1932. 
DEEP-ROOTED GROWTH 

He anelyzed strength and weak- 
ness of democracy, stressing its 
slow-deep-rooted growth in the 
British make-up. Despite his. criti-

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The Agreement Ratified 


The Senate gave final approval to the 
bill ratifying the trade agreement with the 
United States, without a division. That 
is rather surprising. Still more surpris- 
ing is the ground taken by Senator 
Meighen for not arraying his opposition 
Senators against the bill. The treaty 
will not, he said, help to develop trade 
between Canada and the United States, 
but it should be approved because it help- 
ed to bring about better trade relations 
between Great Britain and the United 
States by making possible the conclusion 
of the parallel agreement between those 
countries. 

Not very many weeks ago Dr. Manion 
told the House of Commons it was all 
bosh to claim the agreement had con- 
tributed anything to better relations be- 
tween Britain and the United States. And 
he and his followers voted against it, 
though apparently without much relish 
for being put on the record. 

The Opposition leaders in the two 
houses thus diametrically opposed each 
other, both in the action they took and 
in the reasons they gave. Their only com- 
mon ground was that neither believed the 
easing of the tariff barriers would pro- 
mote trade between the two countries; 
and on that point they are shown to be 
wrong. The agreement went into effect 
at the first of the year and Canadian ex- 
ports to the United States have gone up 
sharply since it went into operation. 


Spring Conditions 


Spring conditions in the west appear 
to be generally more favorable than they 
have been for some years, and as favor- 
able as they have been in what are 
known for purposes of distinction as 
“normal” years. A heavy snow-fall dur- 
ing the winter made up for the lack of 
subsoil moisture that was complained of 
last fall over a large part of Saskatche- 
wan and a smaller area in this province. 
Cool weather and frequent showers have 
prevented the soil drying excessively dur- 
ing the thawing season. In some dis- 
tricts in central Alberta, as well as in 
other parts of the prairie region, the land 
is yet too wet to work and seeding may 
be somewhat delayed locally on that ac- 
count, Over the west generally the pros- 
pect is that crops will get away to a fine 
start, and a good deal of seeding has been 
already done. 

On the other side of the account, 
grasshopper infestation is said to extend 
over a wider area than last year, but to be 
less intense in sections which last summer 
were badly affected. Protective measures 
inthis and the other provinces are in 
readiness to combat this threat, and gen- 
erous rainfall in the early growing season 
would also help to curb the pest. 

The daily weather reports seem to in- 
dicate that farming operations in the 
maritimes are no farther advanced than 
in the west, while in Ontario spring work 
is not yet at the pitch. Of themselves, 
and by comparison, spring conditions in 
the west give ground for hope that the 
season will be a favorable one here, There 
is no factor at present known to give 


cause for apprehension in either of the 
prairie provinces. 
Don’t Do It! 
In a Calgary court room this week 


was enacted the sequel to a joy-ride that 
ended in a tragedy. A resident of that 
city was convicted of manslaughter, sen- 


tenced to one year in prison and forbid- 
den to drive for two years, because he 
was the driver of a car which struck 
down and killed a city milkman on a 


street in the early hours of February 3rd. 
Evidence showed that the car was oc- 


cupied by a party of men who had spent 
the evening in a drinking bout. The driver, 
it was said, had imbibed less freely than 
his companions, but had taken “several 


drinks”, with the results stated. He had 
never been charged with breaking the 
law before. He has an invalid wife and 
a three-year-old son, The man who was 
killed also left a family. 

Coming at the opening of another mo- 
toring season the conclusion «f the affair 
provides a warning that is surely terrible 
enough to arouse interest on the part of 
all who drive cars—and unfortunately 
seems to be needed by a minority of driy- 
ers in every community, Mr, Justice 
Ewing in passing sentence drew attention 
to the fact that “cases of this kind are be- 


| 


coming more prevalent.” They are, as 
everyone knows who reads the newspap- 
ers. That should not be, and would not 
be if all motorists realized the responsi- 
bility which rests upon anyone who 
drives a high-powered vehicle along the 
streets and highways. 

A point to remember is that the most 
serious part of the punishment to a nor- 
mally constituted driver is not the jail 
sentence, but the memory of what his 
folly cost his victim and the victim's fa- 
mily—and the stigma that will remain 
long after the sentence has been served. 

Drinking and driving should not be 
mixed. 


Dodging the Issue 


Premier Mussolini is not sure ‘“wheth- 
er any reply will be sent to the well- 
known message” from President Roose- 
velt. But, in a speech at Rome, he pled 
not guilty to the implied assumption that 
he and his Berlin partner might be plan- 
ning an armed attack on one or more of 
the thirty countries listed in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s inquiry. The policy of the axis 
powers, he protested, is “inspired by the 
criterions of peace and collaboration.” 
But if these criterions are the ones estab- 
lished by the course of recent history it is 
a policy of imposing the “peace” of death 
upon other nations by “collaboration” be- 
tween the two conspirators. 

As proof that his intentions must be 
peaceful the Premier pointed to the vast 
preparations being made, with his august 
approval, to hold a world’s fair at Rome 
three years hence. This expense, he sug- 
gested, would not be undertaken if there 
were plans afoot to start a war in Europe. 
This of course is nothing better than quib- 
bling, the less impressive because it comes 
from a man who has not been given to beat- 
ing about the bush when plain talk would 
serve his ends. Verbal side-stepping is not 
the “assurance” President Roosevelt asked 
for, and the héavy-footed Il Duce excites 
suspicion rather than conviction when he 
resorts to it. 

But one thing Signor Mussolini did not 
do. He did not bang the door with a char- 
acteristic “No”, nor did he say anything 
that would have to be recalled if he later on 
decides to say “Yes”—or if Hitler decides 
to say it for him. He did not even abuse 
the President, as his newspapers have been 
doing.

An Artist Is Recognized 


Probably the news caused no particular ex- 
citement in these eventful times, but it is 
pleasant to hear that Monsieur Paul (Red) 
Tasse, of the Chateau Laurier barber shop, Ot- 
tawa, has been chosen to accompany King 
George on his trip across Canada. 

The Royal tour will enable Mr. Tasse to ex- 
tend on a national scale a reputation already 
firmly established among the statesmen of Can- 
ada. He knows them all, has shaved them all, 
and whispered confidentialiy into their ears at 
that critical, receptive moment when any man, 
steaming under a hot wet towel, is in the humor 
to listen. 

Quite likely M. Tasse is one of the most in- 
fluential men in the country, if we only knew it. 
To see him whispering advice to Mr. Bennett, 
and Mr. Bennett talking in deepest confidence 
with M. Tasse, was one of the most interesting 
sights of Ottawa until the Chateau’s barber shop 
lost its most lucrative customer early this year. 

But M. Tasse is a marvel of discretion. No 
statesman has ever learned from him another 
statesman’s secrets. You can lie back in his 
chair and tell the full story of your life, as men 
tell it to barbers in a moment of steaming confi- 
dence, and be sure that it would go no further. 

Now the genius of M. Tasse as a barber is 
being given supreme recognition, but we fancy 
he has been chosen to shave King George not 
alone for his technical skill. We like to think it 
is a recognition also of his character, his in- 
tegrity and of his charm. There is no more de- 
lightful way to start the day, as any Canadian 
statesman will tell you, than to listen to M. Tasse 
discuss the world in a large way while he strops 
his razor thoughtfully and appraises your beard 
with a skilled, unerring eye. 

Charming M. Tasse is blond, jolly, and utterly 
French-Canadian. The King, under his care, 
will get off to a good start every morning.— 
—Vancouver Sun. 


Diligence in Authorship 


James Joyce's anouncement that he will soon 
publish his sequel to “Ulysses,” on which he has 
worked for the last 17 years, has revived discus- 
sions on the subject of painstaking authorship. 
The Manchester Guardian has delved into liter- 
ary history for notable examples. Milton, it is 
recalled, planned “Paradise Lost” when he was 
22, brooded over it until he was 50, then spent 
seven years of blindness on its composition. 
Gray devoted eight years to his brief “Elegy ina 
Country Churchyard.” “The Divine Comedy” 
occupied Dante from his 35th year until his death 
at 66. Goethe wrote his first draft of “Faust” at 
20 and finished the last at 80. Virgil devoted 
eight years to his “Georgics” and over 11 to the 
“Eneid.” Among the novelists, Cervantes gave 
five years to writing “Don Quixote” and Le Sage 
took 11 to write “Gil Blas.” But the palm prob- 
ably goes to Flaubert, who spent six years on 
“Madame Bovary” and 26 on polishing and re- 
polishing “The Temptation of St. Anthony.” 

In the foregoing list there is no mention of 
the greatest literary man the English-speaking 
world has produced. The reason is not far to 
seek. For Shakespeare did not customarily work 
for months over passages in his plays. He aver- 
aged about two plays a year during two decades 
or more. When we consider the length and sus- 
tained quality of each, it can readily be seen that 
genius knows no fixed laws of composition. 

A Dante may require more than three de- 
cades for his “Divine Comedy,” and a Flaubert 
over a quarter century for one novel, but words 
poured like Niagara from Voltaire and Anatole 
France, the two greatest stylists the French have 
produced. Four of Thackeray's greatest novels, 
all long, appeared within eight years. Dickens 
completed five of his best and most voluminous 
works in five years. All of which seems to indi- 
cate that while for ordinary mortals diligence 
and constant revison are esential, the genius may 
defy the rules and still gain immortality.—- 
—Victoria Times. 


Threes 


It is impossible to read without alarm and 
misgiving accounts of the new army drill, of 
which a demonstration has been given by some 
luckless fellows from the 2nd Battalion, Grena- 
dier Guards. Everybody knows, of course, that 
a modern army must move with the times, and 
the people of England are by now inured to the 
idea of infantry who don’t march and cavalry 
who don’t ride bowling smartly about the place 
in a lot of strongboxes on wheels. That is pro- 
gress. Britain must keep abreast of it, even if 
this means (as it now does) putting her defend- 
ers into a uniform which makes them look like 
rather effeminate divers who have left their 
helmets at home. 

But Thursday’s demonstration produced two 
innovations which strike at the very roots of our 
proudest military traditions and which appear 
to have little justification of the grounds of ex- 
pediency. “Threes” have superseded “fours.” 
After next month no Englishman will ever again 
be called upon (except, perhaps, when recon- 
structing on the tattoo-ground the quaint con- 
ventions of the past) to form fours. This grace- 
ful and soldierly evolution is ‘o vanish from the 
drillbook. No longer will the raw recruit thrill 
to the sergeant’s martial (though faintly 
Chinese) ejaculation of “Wan Wan-tu!” No 
longer, seemingly, will it matter a rap whether 
he is an odd or an even number. All he does 
is to fall in, a member of one of three sections 
in one of three platoons in one of three com- 
panies, the whole body arranged in three rows, 
It no longer emulates the chorus of a musical 
comedy, whose members pop engagingly out 
from behind each other on the slightest pro- 
vocation; the model now is the chorus of an 
oratorio, which has a staid, static pattern and 
the minimum of fun. Moreover—and this is a 
point which has been arousing grave suspicions 
in clubland—on falling in a man gauges his 
distance from his neighbor by (of all things) 
raising and extending his arm with the fist 
clenched. 

As if this was not enough, the new regula- 
tions are extremely unsatisfactory in the matter 
of fixing and unfixing bayonets, Even since any 
decent regiment can remember, both these oper- 
ations have been conducted with eyes studiously 
averted, in the one case from the rifle to which

aerial fleets; that with the aid of Germany and 
the British non-intervention pact, in two and a 
half years brought the betrayed Spanish Loyal- 
ists to surrender, be content with peace while a 
little nation by its weakness enraged her. : 

France refused to be intimidated by sound 
and fury; even Britain after letting Italian air- 
craft and submarines sink British ships and kill 
British sailors that dared to take food to the 
Spanish Loyalists, began to show a_-little of its 
old-time spirit, Germany had scored its recent 
triumphs. What right had Albania to rest in 
peace under the protection of Italy's friendship 
pact and the Anglo-Italian treaty. It must be 
made to pay the penalty for being small. 

After all, Mussolini did it in the nice way. 
After bombing the towns, bombarding the coast 
and landing armies in Albania, he issued a com- 
munique stating: 

“The landing of Italian troops in Durazzo 
conforms with the letter and spirit of the 
1927 Italo-Albanian friendship pact as well 
as with the deep Italian sympathy for the 
Albanian people.” 

And he chose the most significant day of the 
year for his tragedy of betrayal; his crucifixion of 
helpless trust.

Major Edwin H. Armstrong, Columbia Uni- 
versity professor of electrical engineering, and 
inventor of a large number of radio devices, gave 
a demonstration before the Radio Club of 
America a couple of weeks ago in abolishing 
Static. He showed that it is unnecessary to have 
high-power stations. He used 
two transmitting stations in 
his demonstration; his own 
private demonstrating station 
of 20,000 watts at Alpine, N.J., twelve miles away 
from the demonstration room, and a similar 600- 
watt station some miles away. 

The 600 watt station was instructed to reduce 
its power to one watt—scarcely as much as is re- 
quired to light the bulb of a pocket flashlight. 
Music and other sounds came in crystal clear. 
The 20,000 watt station reduced its power to six 
watts—barely sufficient to operate its equipment. 
All buzzing and static was blotted out, yet the 
reception was so good in the large theatre of the 
University that the assembled engineers could 
hear the trickle of water being poured from a 
jug into a glass at the sending station. 

Major Armstrong invented the superhetero- 
dyne—a marvel of reception in its day. - He is 
now well on the way to perfect static-free re- 
ception.

Buy litmus paper at your drug 
store, wet some soil, and if the blue 
litmus paper turns deep red the soil 
is very acid. If it stays blue it is 
alkaline. 

Most surface soil will grow plants 
if it has grown a crop of weeds or 
grass. It contains humas which 
makes jt “topsoil.” 
| _ The mechanical condition of a 
| flower bed has more to do with 
growing healthy plants than soil 
with all the necessary food ingre- 
dients. Be sure that the ground 
around the roots is well drained. 
If the soil is clay break it up with

flesh, then disinfected with potas- 
sium permanganate, All tools used | 
in caring for irises should also be) 
disinfected. When the rhizomes are | 
badly infected they should be de- | 
stroyed by burning, 

The chief causes of rot are over- 
crowding, lack of sun and drainage, 
or being planted too deeply. 


A sponge stipple effect—At any 
paint store you can select the 
stipple effect you wish, The Flat- 
Tone color specified as the back- 
ground is brushed on.

If the soil needs analyzing send 
a sample of it to your provincial 
agricultural experiment station 
They will tell you what chemical 
fertilizers to use. 

There are many named varicties 
of commercial fertilizers for sale 
and available at your garden supply 
store. Use them only after you have/| 
determined for yourself what your} 
soil lacks. It is worse than useless, 
it is throwing money away, to add a 
fertilizer high in nitrogen when ac- 
tually your soil needs phosphate. 

One of the most economical ways 
to make good soil for growing veget- 
ables, flowers, and shrubs, even a 
lawn, is to mix sandy or clay top- 
soil with ashes or agricultural slag. 
Then grow a green crop such as 
winter rye or soy beans and turn| 
this green manure under the sur- 
face of the ground before planting. 
It beats all other fertilizers. Next 
is cattle manure which is not always 
available to the amateur gardener. |

Inauguration of an “aggressive 
swine improvement policy” for 
the province of Alberta, includ- 
ing a plan for the removal of all 
undesirable sires at present being 
used and their replacement with 
desirable bacon type, pure bred 
animals, was announced Saturday 


by Hon, D. B. Mullen, minister of 
agriculture. 


The policy announced by Mr, Mul 
len, “provides for assistance from 
the provincial department of agri- 
culture, for all classes of Alberta 
swine men who may be interested 
in securing an improved type of 
pure bred boar, and includes, also 
provision for assistance in tra 


porting the improved sires from the 
bi seder to purchaser 


IMPROVED BOARS 

One section of the policy provides 
for the removal] of undesirable sires 
| in exchange for improved boars to 
be selected and sent out by the pro-| 
vincial department The old ani- 


nal is to be disposed of for slaugh-| 
ter purposes and the proceeds there- |

These improved boars are to be

He received, 
free of charge, the benefit of ex- 
pert teaching and coaching in a 
sport, the pleasure of winning a 
place on a team and earning a dis- 
tinguisking mark in the form of 
insignia or a letter, occasional trips 
away from the school, and the joys 
of competing against his equals as 
a member of a team representing 
his college. 


THE NEW SLANT 

Today it is just reversed. It is 
the boy who confers the favor 
upon the college. The casual and 
frequently pleasurable practice 
periods of a couple of hours an 
afternoon have been supplanted by 
long, hard, daily grinds that are 
continued under floodlights long 
after darkness has set in, tedious 
spring practice, and perhaps a 
three-week training session at a) 
football camp before the beginning 
of the fall school term. The long 
hours on the field are further sup- 
plemented by night blackboard 
lectures and early-morning skull 
practice. He is directly respons- 
ible, if he becomes a star, for 
earning thousands upon thousands 
of dollars for his college. Yale 
recently sOld the broadcasting 
rights for Yale football games to 
an oil-refining company for twenty 
thousand dollars. And because of 
the attendant publicity, the boy

CANADA MUST 
BACK EMPIRE 
IF WAR COMES 


Land-Grabbing Exploits of 
Dictators Attacked By 
Dr. Manion 


OTTAWA, April 22—Attacking 
the land-grabbing exploits of Hit- 
ler and Mussolini as “internat- 
fonal gangsterism,” Hon. R. J. 
Manion, Conservative leader, told 
a gathering of war veterans here 
last night Canadians could no 
more ignore them than they could 
sit quietly by while a friend was 
beaten and murdered. 

“It is our duty to condemn such 
crimes, crimes that are not permit- 
ted in law abiding countries,” he 
said, “Would you watch a friend 
beaten on Ottawa's Sparks street 
and thrown into the Rideau canal 
to drown? 


MUST CO-OPERATE 

“If war comes Canada must not 
only co-operate with the empire 
but with other democratic countries, 
No one, no matter how fine his in- 
tentions, could declare Canada neu- 
tral if a war involving democracies 
broke out.” 

Dr. Manion declared he took 
seriously the recent reports of 
possible sabotage in central Ontario. 
“Wars are not declared these days.” 
the Conservative leader said. “I 
wouldn't be surprised that, if war 
starts, the first act of an aggressor 
would be bomb London, England, 
killing thousands of women and 
children.” 


SUPPORT DEFENCE 


He pleaded with the veterans, 
First Canadian contingent men at- 
tending their 20th annual Red 
Chevron reunion dinner, to support 
Canadian defence plans, pointing to 
the danger of attack by air from 
aircraft carriers which might make 
their way into James Bay, 

Only a United Canada would be 
fit for war and to obtain this unity 
there must be some toleration for 
the views of all. Veterans were ina 
better position than most to bring 
about the harmony necessary in 
both peace and war.

Speaking of Dr. Manion as “My 
friend Bob,” Hon. Ian Mackenzie, 
minister of defence, lauded the non- 
partisan spirit in which all parties
